BAD3 IAN HAS A HISTORY

Chief Bishop is of the opinion 
that the arrest of Ben Upton, at 
Fort Scott, will develop a solution 
of the Nichols Junction murder 
mystery, says the Springfield Lead- 
er-Democrat. 
The chief expects to work on the 
theory that Upton committed the 
murder. 
It has been ascertained, 
so Chief Bishop says, that Upton 
was in 
the vicinity of Nichols 
Junction about the time the un­ 
identified man was murdered, and 
Upton’s description tallies with 
that of the man who was seen in 
company with the victim two or 
three days before the body was 
found in Dr. Evans’ tomato field. 
But Upton doesn’t relish the idea 
of returning to Springfield, and 
will take advantage of every loop­ 
hole offered by the law. 
He has 
already declared, so says a Fort 
Scott dispatch, that he will not 
leave Kansas without a requisition, 
and he is trying to engage a lawyer 
to institute habeas corpus proceed­ 
ings. 
Chief Bishop went to Fort Scott 
this moniing to see what he can do 
toward landing L*pton behind the 
bars of the Springfield jail. 
Even if the murder charge fails 
to stick, Upton is wanted here for 
the robbery of an Ozark county 
freighter by the name of Trammell, 
who fell in with Upton here ten 
days or two weeks ago, and who 
was fleeced out of $27. 50 in a con­ 
fidence game. 
Upton is the man whom Sheriff 
Luna, of Ozark county, is alleged 
to have given liberty at Joplin a 
fev’ days ago. 
Sheriff Luna is 
said to be a relative of Upton. 
Chief Bishop says there is no 
doubt but that he will succeed in 
landing Upton in jail here, but the 
requisition and habaes corpus pro­ 
ceedings there may delay him a 
little while, owing to the strained 
relations between Gov. Stanley, of 
Kansas, and Gov. 
Stephens, 
of 
Missouri. Upton is notorious. The 
police repute him to be one of the 
worst all around crooks that 
operated in this country.
